Your computer has two user-accessible SODIMM sockets, referred to as DIMM A and DIMM B. DIMM A is the slot closest to the system board and always 
contains a memory module. The DIMM B socket may contain an additional module for improved system memory performance. If the module in the DIMM A 
socket must be replaced and DIMM B is installed, DIMM B must be removed first.
